A Romantic Law Case. 



(London Corrospondonco of tlio Western Mornlnj Nows.) 

The courts of law will in all probability 
be occupied, early in the ensuing session, 
with one of those remarkablo cases which 
so often occur in romances, and so seldom 
in real life. It appears that about one 
hundred and twenty years ago a large 
eBtate closo to ono of tho Most important 
Euglish manufacturing towns was in the 
possession of the great grandfather of the 
parties to the present litigation. Since 
that time the laud has been built upon to 
a great extent, and now forms tho most 
wealthy snburb of the town in question. 
At the death of tho owner, his eldest ion, 
fiading there was no will, naturally 
claimed the estate Tho children of a 
second marriage, however, who had never 
lived on good terms with their half 
brother, protested against his titlo, on 
the ground that his patenti had never 
been married, and that he was conse- 
quently illegitimate. It seemed at first 
that there was no ground for this state- 
ment. The parants had always been 
received in society, and no oue had. over 
heard of any scandal in coiinectiou with 
them. On making inquiry it was, bow- 
ever, found impossible to discover any 
trace of the marriage and tho eldest son 
was forced to submit, and to leave tho 
home bo hud always considered his own, 
without a shilling. lie went into town 
and embarked in trade apparently without 
much success, for hi-* grandson is at the 
present time a shoomukcr in a back street, 
and io a very small wuy of business. The 
tradition ol lhe lost estuto has, bowi ver, al- 
ways been preserved, and some time nines 
this di'sceodunt, of the clilur son recommence.') 
the search lor proof of the marriage in qucs- 
ticn. After much Iroublo ho succeeded 10 
getting at the copies of tho ipgisiore, which 
are preserved in the Chancery at Chester, 
aod there in the mdrfx, he discovered, some- 
what earlier than was expected, tho nomes 
of the original possesior of tho estate and 
his first wile. There was, however, do suoh 
entry in the body of tho book. At laai, 
however, on going through it for the la»t 
time, it was discovered that two leave* had 
been fustoned together, and on their being 
sep-rated n copy of the entry ol the mar- 
riage from the books of a Manchester church 
van duly found. Oa referring baok to the 
ohnrcb itself, the book wai produced, but tbo 
entry was not thero. Furthor examination 
showed, that this book, too, bud beon turn- 
pored with but in a different way — 
a leaf has been cot out with scissors, and the 
marks were even then distinctly visible. 
On these facts the action will be brought, 
and when it is r. membered that the present 
family havo beon in possession for nourly a 
century, and that they are highly respected, 
and their members married ainong3t the 
woalthiest people in the county, it may 
readily be imagined that the matter is creat- 
ing a good deal of interest. The value of the 
property at stake is between one and two 
hundred thousand pounds. 

Revolution iu Passeugcr Traffic, 

An Englishman, Mr Raphaol Brandon, 
suggests that railway passengers shall he 
ransportcd at a uniform rate of faro, as 
ottora aro now sent for a uniform rate of 
postage. .Not only this, but in England, 
he thinks, a three-penny stamp Bhould, 
under proper arrungements, pay for a 
journey from Laud's End to John 
O'Groat's. 

In fact, Sir Rowland Hill's post offieo 
scheuio, which has been so successful, is 
said lo bo adupted to passenger traffic. 
Mr Brandon proposes to consider a pas- 
Bonger as a letter, and to send him Irom 
one ond of England to another, without 
regard to distance, for a certain fixed 
rate. For a three-penny stump the pas- 
senger may go one milu or to tho ond ol 
the rail, third class. A six-penny stamp 
will set'd him any distance, second-class, 
and for a shilling lio may ndo five minutes 
or all day in fit hL-c: ass carriages. 

Incredulous perse us are invited to a 
consideration ot figures, which seom to 
provo that such an arrangement can bo 
modo profhublo for shareholders. It ap- 
pears from his figures that this absurdly 
low rate is not very much less than tho 
faro at present puitl lor an average jour, 
ney. In I860, in round numbers, 3,500,- 
000 passenger trains rati over 71,000,000 
miles, carrying 252,000, 00 J pasncngers. 
The traffic produced £ 14,72-1,302. This 
gives an averugo of nearly twenty-ono 
miles and Bcvonty-threo passengers for 
enoh train, which is about throe and a- 



half passengers per mile, giving on aver- 
npe fare for the present average jonrnny 
of fourteen pence The reduced rato, Mr 
Brandon thinks, would iUi,ioa 00 the truffle 
sixfold, which wonld give tho railway com- 
panies nn excess of £24,000,000 o( re- 
ceipts, with very littlo additional oxpenso, 
at a threo- penny rate. But it is claimed 
that of tlia increased number of passen- 
gers ono-soventh would rido first-class nt 
ono shilling, and twonsevonths second- 
class nt sixpence, which wonld raise the 
annual return from £14,750 ,000 to £32,- 
000.000. 

To overcome the chnrgo that tho anal- 
ogy between carrying a half-ounco letter 
and a 11 meaty hundredweight" is false, 
Mr Brandon asserts that tho most expen- 
sive part of the present postal system is 
the delivery and not tho transit, and as 
the " meaty hundredweights" would de- 
liver themselves, tho balance would bo in 
favor of tho passenger over the postage 
system. 

Rumored Discontinuance of the Epsom 
Racecourse, 

There seems great probability that the 
Derby in future will not bo run at Ep- 
som. According to a statement in tho 
Sportsman, the new proprietor of a por- 
tion of tho course has absolutely refused 
to allow tho race to be run over his 
ground. It appears that the rent of the 
ground was formerly J2500 a year, but Mr 
Studd hns endeavored to raiso it, very 
naturally, considering tho circumstances, 
to .£1000. To this increase tho lessees of 
tho course would not submit, but endeav- 
ored, vainly, to make a now course, ad- 
vertising the races to bo run us usual. 
This proceeding enraged Mr Studd, who 
now refuses any term3 at all. Should ho 
persist, not only will tho raco have to bo 
run elsewhere, bat tho nomination? for 
1809 and 1870 will all bo void, seeing 
that tho young animals are engaged to 
bo run over the Epsom course and no 
other. This is a matter of some littlo 
interest to many who care nothing for 
racing as a rule. The loss of the Epsom 
course itself would scarcely be a subject 
for serions regret. It is ono of the worst 
possible for a great race, and a year sel- 
dom passes without ono or more horses or 
jockeys being injured at Tnttennam 
Corner. Tue difficulty is that tlinro is no 
otber within an oasy distance of London, 
and tho Derby Day, as we all know, is a 
London holiday. Neivmarket would af- 
ford by far the best courso, hut then the 
Derby would be little more than a repc« 
tit on of tho Two Thousand, and tho dis- 
tance from town is too great. Perhaps 
Ascot will havo yet another great race 
added to its enormous programme.

The Settle as on S.ilt Spring Island bavo 
signed a memorial to His Excellency, in 
which, altor referring to the recent murder 
of Mr Curtis, and prior assassinations in tbe 
neighborhood, they pray for tbo appointment 
of a resident Justice of tbe Peace to take 
cognizance ol ofleooea na they may arise, and 
bring the culprits to punishment. Thoy 
add that, unless adequate protection bo sup- 
plied, they will be compelled either to orai- 
grato, or to orgauiza a Vigilance Oummitteo 
and kflict swift punishment upon evildoers. 
We have frequently diroeted attention to the 
frequent ocourrence of murders and outragea 
on Salt Spring Island und its vicinity ; but, 
bo far es we can learn, little exertion haa 
been used to bring the perpetrators to 
justice or to adopt measures aguinBt their 
recurrence. Wo hope, now that the itale of 
tbiDgs has been brought directly to the do» 
tice of tbo Executive by the sufferers them- 
selves, an effort will bo made to purge 
the East coast of assassins and robbe'ra, and 
render the fairest portion of tbia beautiful 
Island habitable, which it really is not now. 

Land and Water gives an extraordinory 
account of the destruction going on among 
lea birds. On a strip of coast eighteen miles 
near Flamborough Head 107,250 birds 
were destroyed by pleasure parties in four 
months, 12,000 by man who shoot them for 
their feathers, and 79,500 young birds who 
died of starvatiou in tho emptied neata. 
Commander Kcookor, there stationed, wbo 
reports these facts, saw two boata loaded 
above the gunwaloa with dead birds, and 
one party of ei^ht guns killed 1,100 birds 
in a weak. So great is the demand for 
plumago to brigh'en ladies' dresaea, that 
tbousauda of birds are killed every day, and 
cock pheasants are lhyed btfore cooking. 
The poor aea-birds ojght at least to be let 
alone whilo bringing up their young, and 
ultimately there roust be a 'close time' to the 
whole feathered ra<:c. Law alone can pro- 
serve thein from destruction by their in- 
feriors. 

We would caution Hie public against tho 
wholesale destruction oT cvergroena, that ia 
going on at present around the city. Many 
o! our prettiest walks are ruthlessly deapoiK 
ed of their choicest ornaments, and aome of 
the Goest effects spoiled. But this is not tbe 
worst part of the matter, some of thcao van- 
dals are not content with purloining tho pub* 
lie evergieons, but to savo troublo plunder 
private girdoos (always at night or very 
oa-ly in tbe morningj very olten cf most 
valuable trees, but always causing a great 
deal of wanton destruction. We are amongst 
thoso who udmiro the Chrisimaa bush, and 
tho neat appropriate ornaments formed from 
evergreens, but we insist that tho material 
for these should bo obtained ut a sufficient 
distance from tbo city and where no injury 
will be done. 

The Race yesterday between Lucy and 
Volreece wus well conleated.

A Colored Rkphe tentative. — A Wash- 
ington dispatch says : There is, alter all, a 
chauce that a colored Representative may 
have a seat in tho Fortieth Congress, By 
tho rejection of tho returns of certain parishes 
in Louisiana, Menard, a negro, is declared 
elected to lill the unexpired term ol Mann, 
Democrat, and deceased. Menard will got 
tho certificate which will be prima facie evi- 
dence o' bh right to bo Mann's succtBior, and he 
mast be admitted to the seat, and Hunt, 
Democrat, who ia doloated by the rejection 
of tbo returns, will have a chauoo to contest 
Monard'a seat. But tho original certificate 
of Col. Mann having been contested by one 
Simon Jonea, Republican, both Menard and 
Haul will be ouslod if Jones ie aucoessful 
If not, then provided things ore done iu the 
usual way, .Menard iB the sitting monbor 
by virtuo ol the certificate, and Hunt ia tbo 
contestant. But things may net be done in 
the usual way. To admit Monard involves 
the recognition of tho legality of tho late 
election. Hence, there may or may not be 
a colored gentleman in the Fortieth Con- 
gress. Altogether it is a very curiously 
complicated case, and involves at leant half 
a dozen questions, including one of color.

Writ- 
iDB Irom Ccethen, near Mudgcburg, ho des> 
oribea tho couuiry a? being level, aireamloss 
and sandy, but generally lerlilu for grain and 
root crops. Twenty five years ago the fat' 
mara in this region were very poor, and tho 
town wan a mere village. F.vo yeara after 
the sugar beet culture was iDtroduoed, nnd 
the first factory introduced. There are now 
seventeen (uctoriea, the village has become a 
bandsi mo city, the farmers aro prosperous, 
the land has been improvad for a variety ot 
crops by tho deeper working necessary for 
beeta, cattle aro numerous aod good where 
boforu they were scarce and poor, a railroad 
has boon built through the district, populu* 
tion has increased, and profiiubla employ- 
ment is found for all tho year thtough. 
Those changes are due to tho succeaa at- 
tending Bugar beet culture. The lactones 
employ a capital ranging from £15.000 to 
$200,000 euob, the larger onea ombracing 
rerioent'8 tbut coal much more than that por- 
tion of the work devoted to producing the 
gradoa of btown and ordinary while sugars. 
Some of the factories huvo been gradually 
built up from tho very simplest beginnings 
Without capital. The succoBBea recorded have 
been uchiovod in tho laco of a government 
lax ol 22 cents on every huudred pounda of 
beeta that passes into tho factory. These 
facta are certainly encouraging to tbe expers- 
matita on sugur beet culture about lo bo 
made in California, where a more prolific 
soil and more favorablo climate ura ciroum 
stances that will offset the difference in 
wages, Wb Dotice that several of tho 
Mississippi Stales are {,°' D K int0 the beet 
sugur business. In Iowu a tingle ea'abliah- 
m«ut bus planted 5000 acres to the root. In 
a lew years wo hope to record largor thinf.s 
than tli i-a of the Sacramento Valley. Air 
Wadaworth ban begun an apprenticeship in 
u factory at Coitben, working for nothing and 
liudiiig his own board nud clothes. Tho 
seeking of praciical knowledge in this way 
indicates qualities certain to command suc- 
cess in tho large enterprise that he has in 
view. Such men, while promoting their 
own private interests, make tnemaelvea ulso 
publio bonofaotors and earn a title to praise 
ubovo that of thonaands of brawling politi- 
cians who receive it. — Cal. Paper. 

Rome. 

(Cor. of tho Pall MallCiazclto.Oct. 20.) 
General Dumont has lately paid a visit to 
Cardinal Aolonelli, and held a very long 
conference with him in referonco to an inio 
portant communication Irom tho Etiperor 
Napoleon. This, according to my iuforma- 
tion, waj to tho efiect that if the Pope de- 
sired lo preserve bis iudependeooe at Rome, 
it would ba necessary (or him to o r da to 
Italy tho provinces of Ncllotri aud Frosinone, 
a9 on this condit ; on alone, could tbo Emperor 
consent to maintain a French garrison at 
Civita Vecchia. Cardinal Autonelli did not 
object to open negotiationa on this basis ; 
but the Pope met tho proposal with bia old 
nojj possumus Such ia tbe report given to 
me of what look pkico, bu», though coming 
Irurn a quarter always well informed, I do 
not guaraDlae ita accuracy, and it is possible 
that General Dumont may rather have been 
sounding Curdinul Antonelli than making a 
positive stipulation. The Etiperor ia no 
doubt acxious to conciliate Italy, without de- 
serting the Pope; but whether ho will be 
able thus lo run with tbo hare and hunt witb 
tho hounda, retrains to be seen. It ia 
certain that the move of General Dumont 
has bean followed up by Count Armand, 
who communicated to Cardinal Auionelli a 
nolo Irom General Menabrca to Signor Nigra 
informing him, as the representative of Italy 
at tho French Court, that, now the Itiilian 
U.ivernniunt had arranged tliu queallon of 
tho Poulifioial debt, it expected lhe 
I'lmperor to recall the French troops from 
Oiviiu Veccbia. Count Armand added that 
the Emperor well know tho danger to which 
this measure would e.yiose loo Holy See, 
but that ho should bo driven lo ai'opt it 
unless the Pope made some important con" 
cessions to lialy, and 1 nm assured that Count 
Armand thon reiterated the proposition ot 
General Dumont, engaging, if it wero com- 
plied with, that the Kinoeror would guaran- 
tee the ecurity of Rome, the Marches and 
tbe province ol Viterbo. 



Tho Iron Earl, 



The Earl of Dudley's territorial possess- 
ions and country seats in Staffordshire and 
Worcotterebire, England, bia shooting grounds 
in Scotland and the east ol England, hp 
mansion and picture gallery in London, his 
winter pabee at Romo, even hia valuable 
mineral estate in Merionethshire, fade into 
insignificance when coinparod with hia col» 
lieriea; mioea and ironworks in and around 
tho midland town from which ho takjs his 
title. This latter esinio— honeycombed by 
industry boneaih, blackened by industry on 
the surfioc — covers an area ol ton square 
milaa. It furnishes employmont for nine 
thousand workmen, and reckoning in thoir 
families, wholly supports, at a moderate 
computation, something liko sevon-and- 
tvvonty Iboosaod human boings— a popula- 
tion equal to that ol the city ot Oxlord at 
the last census. It is intersected by two 
private canals and traversed by forty miles 
of railroad, Tho hor«B employed upon it 
uro numcroua enough to snply u cavalry 
regiment, the canal boats to furnish a fleoi- 
Tbo ateum power used upon it is simply in- 
calculable—it is so disponed. Eight loco- 
motivos ply upon its ruilway< ; there ore 40 
boilers in ouo of its works, and twenty in 
another ; overy pit und every fernaoo over 
and under tho whole ten miles has its accom-. 
pauying stonrn onginus. This vast estate 
yields aevouly thousand tons of eoa'i and 
nearly a thousand totia of pig-iron per week, 
to Bay nuthing of tlio limestone used for flux 
— and it Bends manufactured iron into all 
tbe markets of tho world. Nearly a hundred 
heads ol doparttnanU aro engaged in man- 
aging it, and it ttikea over tbroo hundred 
alarks to keep the aooounta. Tho annual 
outlay In wagea duoa not fall far short of half 
a million sterling.

Tub American Ambassador and Mb. 
John Laibd, M P. — Tho question as to 
whether ov not Mr John Laird, M P, should 
bo present at tho banquet given by the 
Amerioari Chamber of Commeroe at Liver- 
pool on Thursday, has been a most fruitful 
subject of debate at Liverpool, not only in 
tho press, but on 'Change, and amidst all 
olcBses of society in Liverpool and Birken- 
head. The pros and cons of tbe cafe may bo 
thus stated:— The American Chamber of 
Commerce consists almost exclusively of 
merchants engaged in trade with North 
America, and tbe majority ol them are (or 
wero) strong Northerners. In makiug out 
tbo list of guests to be invited to ' meet the 
Ambassador, it waa found advisable, par- 
ticularly at on eleolion crisis, to invite the 
looal members, both in esse and in posse ; 
anc Mr Laird being still tho member for 
Birkenhead, it was impossible to omit him. 
As soon as it was known that be had been 
invited bo was token to task very sharply 
on tbo subject by many Liberul papers both 
in London, Liverpool, and olscwhero ; and 
whatever hia private feelings may have been 
it becanio almost impossible lor him to avoid 
being present at tho banquet without either 
tacitly ncknowlodging himself guilty of tbe 
grave accusations made against him, or leuv-. 
ing himself open as a target for ovoa more 
violent attacks. At all events, Mr Laird ac- 
cepted the invitation and went to tho ban 
quet. When he entered the room he ap- 
peared somewhat nervoua and flurried, but 
several of his frionds at once entered into 
conversation with him ; and after a briel in- 
terval of suspense, the American Ambassa- 
dor asked to be introduced to Mr Laird. 
Tho introduction over. Mr Johnson said ho 
was very glad to make Mr Laird's acquaint- 
ance ; thai he had come to England us a 
peace-maker, and as Northerner and South- 
erners had shaken hands in America, he was 
desirous that all antagonisms arising out of 
the lute unlortunate civil war should bo con- 
sidered os bygonea. This frank and graceful 
conduct on tho part of Mr Johnson at once 
restored ease and confidence to tbe gather- 
ing, and noxt day no one was surprised to 
find that Mr Laird joined Mr Johnson's 
party during an excursion on tbe river. VVe 
understand that should an opportunity ol 
lavorable weather occur during the Ambas- 
sador's stay in Liverpool, it is bis intention 
io visit tho now lomous works at Birkenhead 
where tho Alabama was built nnd launched.
